Tlio Wasliiiigtdii I'osI, siiys: "In n-fiiiid to .MfX- 
ico, the I'rcsidciit ol the Liiiti-ii .Slati'.s lias sliowu 
an element of true gruatiiosa by fruiikly announc- 
ing tlini lie ii.'is ciiaii'.'cil his iiiiml.'' 

If frankly uuuuuiiuiiiij lliat ho lias uhuugcd IiIh 
mind \h an ovidenco of triiu greatness it must be 
conceded that I'li'sidcnl Wilson lias fi'W cnualH ami 
no snpt'fiors Tor lie lias nut only i-liiiii^'cil his iiiiiid 
once, i)ut he lia» elianged il twice in regard to the 
Mexican situation, and has, upon a number of otiiur 
occasions, ehan^'i il it in regard to several other 
questions of publie interest. 

In ^ilay, 1914, hu declared bis intention of se- 
curing the removal of the de fucto hcud of tin' 
Mexiean govfiniiM ut and of intiTti ri iiiL'^ in .Mrxi 
can atfairs in other respeets, paititularly in tin 
control of the public land policiHS of that govern- 
ment. A few iiioiillis later, in his speech in Iiidi 
anapuli.s, he t'raiikly aiinuuneed that he had changed 
•his mind and asserted that there must l)e no inter- 
fet-bnco and that Mexico must work out her proli 
leins without tin- assistance or iiitlucnci' of this 
country. Now he just us i'lankly aiinoiiiices lliat 
he 'has nguin reversed himself and proposes to exert 
an acti\e and airicssix c inllia ncf in l ontrolling in- 
ternal afVairs of that atllieted eounlry. 

A few years ago I'resiilent Wilson was writing 
books in which he denounced the initiative and 
refoiciidnm. hut whi'ii he ln'caiiif a candidate for 
President, he frankly aniioiiiieed thai he had been 
mistaken and advoeated those principles of popular 
government. Prim' to iiis t ifclion he was a devcnit 
.advocate of thf I'lfsidi'iit iai ptiiiiaiy law, but in 
recent niuiilhs he has inude known his opinion that 
legislation of this kind is impracticable. 

On the stiiinp, whrii lie was s('i'l<inL,' the \o(es 
of the American people, he was an outspoken ad- 
vocate of free tolU for American coastwise ship- 
ping through the Panaiiia Canal, but .soon after he 
had conic into a position of power, he frankly an- 
nounce^', his eliange of niiiMi and forced through 
Congrens a law repealing the free tolls provision. 

As a caiididatt' li<' was a i-hainpioii of cis il sci v 
ice reform and for many years was.vie»' president 
of the Civil Service Reform Li-nKue. but as a dis- 
penser of patronage he has resorted to the spoils 



system to such a large cxfenl as to iiidicat* • eom- 
plele and nstonishing change of mind. 

lie denounced extravagance in publie business 
and pledged himself to an economieal administra- 
tion, but after eleetion. in an address to Toiigress, 
he frankly announced his change of mind by say 
iiig that in his opinion the American people did not 
care liow much money was spent provided they re- 
ceived something in ri'tuni for it. 

Truly, il inu8t.\)c conceded that in frankly an- 
nouncing changes of mind, President Wilson is un- 
surpiis.sed, and if this be an element of true great- 
ness, as the Washington I'ost assumes, this Demo- 
cratic President will go down in history without 
a peer.

From the Kitchen Okurden. 

In almost every kitchen garden 

parsley f^'i-ows. and at evcr.V well 
arranged dinner one., or many 
limes one, di.sli is Kfirnished with 
the dainty, curling leaves. From 
this one might think that we are 
inordinately I'ond of the plant, 
and so we are, Iml not so nuieh 
for its food value as iti appear 
ance. 

There is hardly another plant 

that will retiiin its fresh, ^reen 
color and eris|iiiess when placed 
afjiiinst hot foods, or laid on heat- 
ed platters ,as parsley does. 

Even when heated it does not 
lose its eliaracler witness fried 
parsley - after it is washed and 
pieUecl over il is dried In a towel, 
cut Hinal^ and dropped in a little 
hot hutt4>r, tossed for a moment, 
and il einiies from the heat hh 
^reeii lookini? as ever. 

This fried parsley is used on 
food.s that iiiUHl remain covered 
some time hefore they are served. 
l''o!' ordinary irarnishini,' the plant 
is washed, the loiif,' sleiiis clipped 
away, and the leaves kept rolled 
ill a cool, wet cloth or paper until 
used. 

Shallots have a mild anil jileas- 
:int tlavor and are used in jilaee of 
onions and ^rarlie hy those who 
are aciiuainted with their super- 
lorily. They grow in any gar- 
den .soil and may lie kept ill a dry,

liorseiadish comes up in the

W hen fresh il is a ^'reat addi- 
ti( n to ail meats, and is even liked 
ill salads, so it is worth growinn. 
If you plant little roots about five 
inches long they will start quick- 
l.\ and soon develop a liurninu, 
s|ic\ taste that marks I hem ready 
I'i urate and use.

At 11 |)i cv idii.s inrctini; of Coiilicil, 
City Engineer Ulazier wus instructed 
to prepare plana and eatlmatea on the 
proper drainage of the Fifth and 
Sixth Wards, the main object being to 
do away wiiili ihosr hi'Wcth einpl.ving 
itito the river above tlie puiuping sta- 
tion Of the cl|y water worka, and 
to provide aunclent drainage to take 
care of the surface waters and stop 
llie ovi rllowiiin lit strcci iiili'i si'clions 
In the Fifth Ward, unU be presented 
the report of hia work to Council 
.Monday night In the abape of a com- 
lilcte map of the syBtem of sewers of 
tl cisi' two wards now In use and the 
drawings show how incoinpiele the 
drainage and bow nonaenalcal to put 
down aewera or make any auch ini 
proveraent without having a conipe 
.tfiil man to do work. The sew- 
ers were built without any inunholes 
or lamp holea through which inspec 
tlon and cleansing must be done, and 
the task of giving any absolutely cor- 
teet llmires Wiis as had an liou to 
build sewers and brick streets with- 
out any money. 

Mr. Qlacier told the Dads that It 
would take |9.!)00 to build a sewer 
Iroiu Cariiicl slrcil douu Second to 
I'oplar to take care of sanitary drain 
age only, allowing the aurface waters 
to the run into the sewers now down 
These figures were $1,000 in excess 
of the anionnt aiiiiorlioncd lo th 
Internal Improvement l.'oinuiilteu to 
carry on Its yearly work, and aome- 
tiling else was substituted.

Thla will empty Into the river below 
the pumping atatlon of the water 
worka. It will be fitted with all thi 
necessary lamp and man holes and if 
built accuraing to his plans, will bi- 
ll rst-claaa. 

Bids will be advertised for, to be 
opened at the next meeting of Coun- 
cil, on July Tlie Sixth Ward BeW 
ers will be cared for later. 

The opening of bids for repairs to 
■..iinestone bridge waa deferred until 
the next regular meeting, as a Mays- 
villi' tlrni ha<l laih'd to get its bid In 
at Monday night's meeting.
